Ince I cloſed up my Packet, I have another Meſſenger come, 

who aſſyres me of the routing of the Fnemie at Dunfrieze, 
and that Sir Philip Muſgrave, the Mayor of Ichnſton, Kealebead, 
with all the Lords and Leards in that Countrie are taken or kil- 
led ; the manner of it was thus, 100 horſe of ours came to Dxn- 
frieze, and after ſome {mall diſpute gat into the Towne, and 
plundered part, then retreated into Galloway, where they took 
up quarters; and that night the remainder of the Bodie came to 
the {ame place, as was agreed beforez hereupon the Scots Coun- 
trymen, and all got together, not knowing of our grand bodie, 
and thought in the night time to have devoured our 100 horſe, 
but our bodie being readie and expeRing them, fell pell mell up. 
on them, and as yet never a Scot can tel] what is become of 
his fellow, an abſoluteroutzſcarſe any eſcaped. |

SIR, 

| By hath pleaſed the Lord to give a great mercy to us 

inthe delivery upof a great many of the Leaders, 
and chiefe of the Scottifh Forces iato our hands. J 
( being commanded forth with a party of Horſe and 
D:agoons,) marched on a dark rainy night, in rough 
and tedious way, tothe Town neer the High- Lands 
called E&;t, where we had intelligence, that moſt of 
the Scots Commanders lay, which wee found to bee 


true, and havetaken there theſe Priſoners in this ia- 


cloſed Liſt, nominated, not above twoof the moſt 
confiderable men of the Committee of State arcleft, 
befides thoſe who are here, the reſt ofthe enemy were 
quartered attwo little Towns within a mile, but my 
Party, who were about 300 were ſo diſperſedin get- 
ting ſuch rich Prizes, that I could not poffib'y go any 
farther ; but having ſuch con fiderable Priſoners, 
thought it moſt convenient to march away with 
them. The enemy were about 4000. who are all di- 
ſperſed. Some of our party have gotten 500. 300. 
200. 100 pounds a peece, and gone of them bat well 
rewarded for their ſervice. Edefire the Lord togive 
us hearts to betruly thankfull tokim for this and all 
other his mercies towards us. Iam
